Dear Don: 


As you may know the Board of Trustees of Fort Wayne Public 
Library is currently engaged in the beginning stages of floating a 
bond issue to add an addition to the present main library building. 
This addition would be erected on the present site of the Y.W.C.A. 
building when they move in early 1978. The size of the structure 
will be approximately 60,000 square feet and conform to the archi- 
tecture of the present structure. 


The amount of the bond issue will be approximately $3,500,000 
which will be used to finance the new addition, purchase additional 
land near the main library and erect a Butler type building to house 
our fleet of twenty-one cars and trucks and our carpenter shop 
presently housed in our annex building soon to be acquired by Fred 
Hunter Associates. The bond issue floated to erect the present main 
library will be paid off in July 1, 1978. We would schedule the 
amortization of the new bond issue to begin at that time so that the 
present tax rate for debt service would increase only slightly, 
perhaps two or three cents. 


Our public library ranks among the first twenty-five public 
libraries in the nation in size, and I believe it has no superior in 
quality. More than 107,000 of our population are registered borrowers. 


I write this letter to you at this time to solicit from your 
board an expression of approval of my board's action, if it can see 
fit to do so. The present structure will soon be unable to house 
additions to the book collection. Public reading areas are presently 
crowded in several areas and promise to become more so. We seek to 
avoid the situation of twenty years ago when we operated most incon- 
veinently and uneconomically from a variety of makeshift houses and 
buildings with the old main library. 


If your board wants more information I shall be happy to send 
it to them or appear before them. I should say that the increased 
size of the main library will only slightly increase costs of the 
operating budget which should be limited to fuel costs and electric 
current. We anticipate no increase in staff. In fact we find that 
we can live very comfortably within the present restriction on the 
tax rate.

House Bill No. 1390 authorizing state support for public libraries was 
passed by the Indiana General Assembly April 5, 1977. The complete 

legal process has not been completed as of this date. However, since 

the time is short between now and May 1, we are suggesting you apply 
immediately for these funds in order to ensure that your library receives 
its share. To be eligible for receipt of these funds a public library 
district must have converted to the Public Library Law of 1947 or 
adopted the provisions of the Public Library Law of 1947. 


House Bill 1390 states that each library district must apply for these 
funds from the State Board of Tax Commissioners not later than May l, 
state the amount of its current operating fund budget together with an 
application for these funds which are to be allocated by the State Board 
of Tax Commissioners. 


Payment to each eligible library district applying for its share of the 
Indiana state distribution of monies will be made by the auditor of the 
state not later than August 1 of each year. 


It is of the utmost importance that each public library district apply 
to the State Board of Tax. Commissioners before May 1 for its share of 
the state monies for public libraries.

Mr. Mitchell Harper, acting as unofficial representative of 
your board, has contacted the board of the Publie Library of 
Fort Wayne and Allen County regarding the possibility of a 

new New Haven branch library. We understand that your board 

is willing to make the sif@e of the former New Haven High School 
available for library purposes on a long-term lease. 


We are delighted by your interest in improved librar#yfacilities 
in New Haven, but we are hampered by two legal limitations. 

We cannot levy taxes for the payment of bonded indebtedness 
outside the city limits of Fort Wayne, nor can we levy a 
separate tax for a cumulative building fund. These two 
obstacles prevent us from undertaking major building projects 
outside the city limits. 


Mr. Harper has suggested that the city of New Haven may be 
eligible for federal assistance which would enable the city 
to build a new library building, which it would turn over to 
us for operation. We would welcome such a development. 


The board has authorized me to state informally that we would 
be happy to receive and overate a new branch library in New 
Haven, on terms agreeable to all interested parties, and 

that we encourage all efforts which might make such an 
arrangement possible.

THE NEW HAVEN PUBLIC LIBRARY: 


The current library building was donated to the county library 
board in 1925. New Haven at that time was a town of less than 
1,000 persons. The three elementary schools were located within 

a few blocks of the library and the town's population was centered 


around the library. location. 


Since that time New Haven's population (within the corporate limits) 
has gone above the 7,000 mark. The additional. population in 
subdivisions around New Haven, notably Meadowbrock, raises that 
7,000 population figure substantially higher. Along with the 
growth in the number of persons residing in the New-Haven area 
there has been a shift in where those persons reside. Due to the 
presence of lowlands and flood plain near the Maumee River North 
of New Haven the predominant number of new homesites and businesses 
have built south of the city. New Haven has, until recently, been 
) placed under a moratorium that has curtailed the development 
of several new major subdivisions south of the city. The conclusion 
of an agreement between the cities of Fort Wayne and New Haven 
regarding sewage treatment will result in several postponed 
projects being activated as soon as.the sewer link-up is completed. 
Other pubiic buildings have followed that southward trend including 
the New Haven city hall, the fire department, and the public 
schools. Today only 1 elementary school is within eight blocks of 
the library. It was the growth and southward shift that caused 
East Allen County Schools to build the new New Haven High School. 
This has led to the creation of the vacant lot which East Allen 


can make available to the Library Board. 


The present library has several drawbacks. 
1. no parking area. 
2- no room!for possible expansion. 
3. located facing a side street with little traffic. 
4. building inaccessible fer the elderly and handicapped. 
5. inadequate reference department for Junior High students. 
6- inadequate facilities for children's books. 


7. posseses an unattractive facade. 
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A new library, located on the new lot near the schools, would 
eliminate these problems and increase library utilization. The 
location ig accessible by foot for most of the New Haven residential 
areas A large amount of eeiating parking would be avaliable to the 


library also. 


The new library would also serve as an "anchor" for the south end 
of New Haven's downtown area. It would enhance, as Dr. Yost 
pointed out, not only the school site but the downtown as well. 

This would also improve downtown by allowing expansion by the 

E. Harper & Son Funeral Home. If a new library is not built soon 
the distinct possibility exists that the funral home would be 

moved from its downtown site and that when a new library is 

built, a decade or two down the road, it too would have to be moved 
from a downtown site. The library would have to spend a 
considerable amount for site acquisition as the school site would, © 


by then, be devoted to an alternative use. 


Additionally, the new library could have one room set aside as 
an historical area with artifacts and written material relating 


to New Haven and East Allen County history. 


FUNDING 


The building of a new library requires a large amount of money. 
The board is hampered by a state law disallowing the board from 
issuing bonds for construction outside the corporate limits of 
Fort Wayne. This has led to newly annexed residents of Fort Wayne 
being able to enjoy new library structures near their homes even 
when their tax paying history in Allen County is less that ten 
years old. For example New Haven residents have placed in an 
unfair position relative to the residents of the Georgetown and 
Hessen Cassel areas.. New Haven residents have been paying taxes 
to support the library for a substantially longer period of time 
but yet they are receiving inferior service when compared to 


residents of Georgetown and Hessen Cassel areas. 
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This funding dilemma has several solutions: 


1. Creation of 4& separate New Haven library building corporation 
(if legally possible) which could issue bonds but would be 
backed up by the taxing power of the library board. School 
corporations use this technique widely in order to finance new 


school construction 


2e The building of a new library by the City of New Haven or 
Allen County by using separately or in combination funds 
derived from EDA or other federal programs or revenue sharing 


funds. 


3. Introducing legislation to change the current law under 
which Indiana libraries are organized or, less radically, 
pushing the passage of a law which would permit a special 


temporary arrangement in Allen County to allow construction.

Secondly, I would want to make it equally clear that Mr. Harper did 
not represent East Allen in his efforts. He was speaking strictly 
for his own personal interest and not that of the school district. 


I would definitely agree, the city of New Haven needs a much better 
library facility than that which they presently enjoy, however, I 

am not in any position to assure anyone that a portion of ground 

may be available from the school district without it being officially 
acted upon by the Board of School Trustees.

subject to such conditions as the Congress shall determine; 

WHEREAS, by the terms of section 6 of the Act any State desiring to receive 
its allotment for any purpose under this Act for any fiscal year shall (1) have 
in effect for such fiscal year a basic State plan which shall provide for the 
administration, or supervision of the administration, of the programs authorized 
by this Act: by the State library administrative agency; and (2) submit an annual 
program describing the specific activities to be carried out annually for which 
allotments are desired;

On Tuesday, December 6th, FOCUS II: THE PAST REVISITED came to a close. The 
final program in the series, ete the 16th presentation on local history. 
during 1977, was aecended by nearly 100 hearty souls, a surprising number given 
the sub-zero temperatures and heavy snows. This last program, entitled THE 
PARK DEPARTMENT: MORE THAN JUST FUN AND GAMES, brought the focal attendance for 


“FOCUS II to over 1,300; added to the attendance for the first series, FOCUS: FORT 


WAYNE'S PAST, almost 6,500 people participated in the year long experiment. 


Although the total attendance for FOCUS II was not as great as the spring offering, 
the, coordinators of the series are pleased at the outcome. According to Dr. Louis 
® | 

Cantor, project director, 'We set a different goal for ourselves in the second 

season. In FOCUS: FORT WAYNE'S PAST we sought a very wide, broad~based audience, 

so our topics reflected a general interest. But for FOCUS II: THE PAST REVISITED, 
we wanted to aiteace more specific audiences, especially those ete who do not 
normally attend history programs. As a result, we selected themes--i.e. sports, 


women, public education, parks--which we knew had a more limited appeal." 


Another highlight of FOCUS II was the participation of the Public Library of 
Fort Wayne and Allen County. The nageriais produced by the Library, specially 
designed for each program, were invaluable as a tool for further stimilating 

‘local history. The Library created 6 different. graphic displays, 7 reeding 
lists, and hours of videotape documentation of each program. The videotapes 
are now sean ved at the Library and ace available to ae general public for Peis 
Also, the soundtrack for oaah program has been edited and recorded on audio cassette 


tapes for listening as well. 
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FOCUS Il: .Wrap-Up/2 


Most important, though, FOCUS. II has helped to make a lasting impact upon the 
climate of local history in Fort Wayne. A number of topics used for the series 


show great promise for further research and presentation. For example, there 


is already some discussion of the creation of an "Encyclopedia of Fort Wayne 


Women’ and the development of a slide program that describes the contemporary 
history of the Park Ddpenctnesh ef ‘To Dr. Cantor, "Neither FOCUS series was designed 
to be an ‘end unto itself." Our goals were to acquaint people with academic 

raed ci in local history, such as Dr. Scott's research on German=Americans 

and Dr. Kirby's work on the early school system; to give non-academic historians 
like Harvey Cocks and Bob Parker a forum; and, perhaps most significantly, to 
encourage people to 'do their own history! by using the plentiful Bane ae of 
institutions ‘like the Public Library, the Allen County-Fort Wayne Historical 


Society, the Warren Museum of Lincoln Life, and the Railroad Historical Society." 


Thus, FOCUS IL: THE PAST REVISITED, was somewhat different than the spring series, 
yet certainly a logical, needed continuation. As before, the staff of Focus If 
was greeted by a warm reception in.the local media and enthusiasic crowds, partner- 
ship with numerous local groups, and excellent support from Indiana University-— 
Purdue University at Fort Wayne, the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen County, 
and the Indiana Committee for the Humanities. But more than before, FOCUS II has 
sunk its own "roots" into the fertile ground of Fort Wayne.
